CENSURES BEDFORD OFFICIALS* 


Murder of Miss Shafer Laid 
Door of Society. 
at 


Bedford, Ind., Nov. 4.—The first of 
a series of lectures on the Shafer 
murder was delivered at Oolitic last 
night by E. L. Pearson, president of 
the Iron Hand, the new society origi­ 
nated by Mr. Pearson, with a national 
scope, and for the purpose or securing 
by petition the enactment of a statute 
in every state, imposing the death 
penalty for assaults od women. 
Dur­ 
ing his address he bitterly arraigned 
tbe Bedford authorities for. alleged in­ 
competency. 
Mr. Pearson placed the 
murder of Miss Sarih Shafer at tbe 
door of society, and, in a digest of the 
case, he made an application of the 
testimony to a Sherlock Holmes method 
of reasoning. 
He held his audience 
while he tracked the murderer through 
every step of the tragedy. He refuted 
the theory of attempted assault and 
protrayed the slayer as a cold, cun­ 
ning demon, from the higher walks of 
life, who premeditated the crime and 
carried it out in detail. 
He also as­ 
serted that the eidenceof as it ill was 
manufactured on tbe occasion of the 
murderer’s second visit to tbe coal 
shed where the body of the dead girl 
was found.
